New Commission 
Passes 43 Budget 
At Second Meet 


Passed at the meeting of the 
Associated Students’ Commission 
on. Tuesday of last week, the 
S.J.C. budgets for 1943-44 pro- 
vide for only minimum essen- 
tial expenditures on every item, 
since the scarcity of funds and 
income is at an unusually low 
level. 

La Reata, for instance, can, at 
present, expect only about $1,-000 
as compared with about $1,500 
last year. Panther Sentinel may 
have to resort to coming out ev- 
ery other week, if no more than 
the $400 allotted can be found. 
Social activities: will be greatly 
curtailed, with only $275 in their 
budget, which must include jan- 
itor fees this year as well. Men’s 
Club and U.G.C. are alotted only 
$50 each, while $125 will have to 
cover all the athletic activities. 

The estimated income is corre- 
spondingly low with the sale of 
La Reata expected to bring in

| Aptitude Tost 
Given by Army, 
Navy at S.J.C. 


The second nationwide test for 
candidates who wish to be ‘con- 
sidered for the Army Specialized 
Training Program and the Navy 
College Program V-12, will be 
administered at Salinas Junior 
College, Room 7, precisely at 9 
a.m., on Tuesday, November 9. 
It is to be emphasized that stu- 
dents who intend to take the ex- 
amination must arrive at the ex- 
amination room between 8:45 and 
8:55 a.m., and that the examina- 
tion itself begins promptly at nine 
o’clock. No person witl be ad- 
mitted to the examination room 
who does not comply to the let- 
ter with the above rules. 

Persons who plan to take this 
test should inform the jaysee ad- 
ministration of their plans in or- 
der that all necessary test mate- 
rials may be ordered. Students 
in need of review work in math- 
ematics and physics are urged to 
enroll in the college’s many 
classes in those subjects, By rat- 
ing high in this examination men 
soon to be subject to the draft 
will gain an opportunity to be 
sent on to college, inasmuch as 
the examination is designed to 
test the aptitude and general 
knowledge required for the pro- 
gram of future college training. 

Students may procure, at the 
junior college office, a pamphlet 
of. general information which 
contains an admission-identifica- 
tion form. This form, properly . 
filled out, will admit to the test 
students between the ages of 17- 
21, inclusive, who are recent high- 
school graduates or who will be 
graduated by March 1, 1944. 

Students who take the qualify- 
ing test will be required to in- 
dicate on the day of the test their 
preference for the army program 
or that of the navy. Those se- 
lected for the army will, after 
further screening and basic mili- 
tary training, be sent to college. 
Students chosen for the navy 
program, after selection by the 
Office of. Naval Officer Procure- 
ment, will be detailed directly 
to college. Students who attend 
college under either of the pro 
grams will be under military dis- 
cipline on active duty in uni- 
form with pay. All expenses, in- 
cluding tuition, food, housing, 
books, and uniforms will be paid 
by the army or the navy.

Probably the most unique gun 
in his possession is the Italian 
sniper rifle which is very short, 
light, and shoots a shell made of 
nitro-glycerin, thus making it very 
powerful and accurate.
